To bring this Defign the more eaſily 
and fecretly about, he caus'd a Turna- 
ment to be proclaim'd at 7oledo; where 
ſeveral days were wholly ſpent in the 
Preparations tor fo great an Entertain- 
ment : And as all People were invited 
to be there on the day it was to begin, 
he ſent a Courier on purpoſe to Cor- 
doua, earneſtly to entreat Queen A4#a- 
gilda to Honour it with her Preſence, 
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and with that oi the Prince her Son. 
Thais Princeſs ever labouring under the 
apprehenſions of fome Treachery , at 
firſt wav'd with Excuſes the underta- 
king of this Journey ; but at laſt, being 
preis'd by tne Meſſengers that were ſent 
upon the heels of one another, ſhe con- 
ſulted thoſe in whom ſhe thought ſhe 
might confide: They all agreed, That the

tor to be able to rcfoive on any thing 
in himſeif, But it was not ſufficicat to 
find out expedicats, there needed ſuch 
People as were capable of making u'c 
of them. Aſtolpho was the man of all 
the Court in whom he hal the mo"? 
Conficence ; wherciore upon him Gi 
he unburden himſelf of a * Sec: er, that « 4 
lay ſo much the heavier upon him, as Care, ta 
that he meant to have kept it to {iim- 2s: 
{clt; and offer'd him at the fame time

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dom, if he could help him to bring 


about his deſign. 
Aſto!pho wanting neither Induſtry 


nor Malice, advisd him to practice 


falſe Witneſſes, that might charge Dor 
Sancho with ſome great Cr:me: Repre- 
ſenting to him, That when he ſhould 
cauſe him to be contind under the co- 
lour of Juſtice, no body could find 
fault therewith ; and that during the 
Prince's Impriſonment, it would be ea- 
ſie for him, either to put him to death, 
or to render himſelt in ſuch manner 
Maſter of the Kingdom, that it would 
be impoſiible to diveſt him of its Ad- 
miniſtration. 

The King very much reliſhing this 
Contrivance, was not long without 
cauſing D. Sancho's Proceſs to be made ; 
who by the Informations, was found 
charg'd with Crimes as black and no- 
torious, as necded to authorize the 
clapping him up into Priſon. 

Aſtolpho having receiv'd the Com- 
miſtion for this purpoſe, departed from 
Tel:do, without the leaft ſuſpicion be- 
ing had of the occaſion of his Journey, 
and reaching Cordeva before it could in 
the leaſt get Wind, he entred the 
Prince's Chamber , whom he found 
ſleep-

that having taken Don Sancho, and

Muca receivd him with 
much Honour ; and atter having treat- 
ed him ſeveral times in a Houſe he had 
caus'd to be prepard for that purpoſe, 
he made him anſwer, That he could 
not of his own head reſolve upon any 
thing of what Rodrigo required ; but 
that if he would ſtay ſome time, he 
would write to the Caliph Almazxzor, 
who would, undoubtedly, receive in 
due manner the advances of ſo great a 
King ; and would do all that thould 
be moſt fitting, and moſt fuitable for 
both.

made known, he caus'd an Oath of 


Allegiance to be taken to him by all 
the Grandees there aſlembled, as Don 
Sancho's Lawful Succeſſor to the Crown. 
He had likewiſe his Coronation per- 
torm'd in great Ceremony, and with 
all the rejoycing that is wont to be us'd 
in ſuch like folemnities. But in the 
midſt of all this Joy, could not he re- 
frain ſrom labouring under ſome Dil- 
quiet ; and to free himſelf wholly from 
It, and to put himſelf into a poſture

S ſoon as the Count was got to his

He knew Count Ful;an to be a Man 
of Wit and Execution, of Courage, and

the breaking ſo great an Enchantment 
was not yet come ; but Rodrigo's ill 
fate would have it that this fatal ad- 
venture was reſerved for him. He had 


- choſen very reſolute men to enter with 


him into that Cave ; but they had not * 


- gonevery far, when the Torches they 


had being extinguiſh'd, the greater part 
fled away, out of a pannick fear which 
ſeizd them, of a terrible Hobgoblin 
they faid they ſaw.The King in great an- 
ger caus'd other Flambeaux to be light- 
ed which he had caus'd to be made on 
purpoſe, after a particular manner, that 
ſo the air of the Cave might not put 


them out: With this light he entred 


the firſt of all, and without ſhewing 
any fear, tho perhaps he was not 
exempt 
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exempt from a little; hardly had he' 
gone ſome ſteps, but that he found 


himſelf in a beautiful Room, enrich'd 
with asdelicateSculptures asthoſe we ſee 
in the greateſt Palaces : In the midſt of 
this great Room was a Brazen Statue, 
with a fierce poſture, plac'd upon a Pil- 


lar three Cubits high, holding in its. 


the blows it gave, that made the great 
noiſe that was heard at their en- 
trance. | 

Rodrigo, tho a little ſtartled, did not;

As ſoon as Adilbar was return'd, he 
carcfully executed the orders he had 
brought ; after having ſeizd on the 
Perſon of the Queen of Spain, of the 
Prince of 7hunis, and of the Religious 
that had Baptizd him ; he ſent what 
he had diſcover'd to ZTarif, who immes 
diately gave notice of it to the King of 
Thunis, by a Courier, who carry'd 
him the Proceſs that Ad4i/bar had caus'd 
to be made againſt his Son, leaving it to 
him to decree thereupon, according to 
his good pleaſure. 

The Proceedings of this General, 
were found very Wiſe, and very Pru- 
dent ; by this means, he ſcreen'd him- 
ſelf tromall ſuſpicion*,envyand jealouſfie, 
and diſcharg'd himſelf from the odium 
he might have incurr'd by the Death 
of this Young Prince : For, aſſoon as 
his Father was inform'd of his Impiety, 
he wrote to his men to put him to 
Death, without waiting for further or- 
ders.

ef The Chri/t;ans ſeeing the Reſolution 
{their Governour had taken, all on 
hefthe ſudden took a very generous one ; 
a&Þfor having all engag'd rather to dye 
lHike Men of Courage, than be made 
Faves, they fac'd about upon thoſe that 
n-fpurſued them, and fighting like Deſpe- 
wnte People, killd cight hundred of 
{them, and puſh'd on 1nto the midſt of 

Myca's Camp, where they were all 
erÞkilld upon the ſpot, or taken Prifo- 
ayþ,ners, without ſo much as one of them 
a-pelcaping. Muca being very much ens» 
1dÞrag'a at theſe two bad ſucceſſes, afſem- 
re} bled the Principal Officers to hold a

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Council of War, wherein it was rl 
folvd on tle morrow morning tt l 
make a Gencral attacque. The Ladfthi 
ders were ſet up againſt the Walls, anT! 
the M-ors mounted them with greyſop

others, the Governour of the PlaxÞthe

Tariff made no difficulty of granting

| left as Governour one of his Captains, 


' a Native. of Arabia Fzlix, nam'd

whole 
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whole Province depending on it. 


After having thus ſettled matters | 


at Valence, Tariff and Muca, having bent 


their march a little more towards thel 
South, entred the Province, by the| 


Spaniards call'd Murtia ; where having 


met with no reſiſtance, they renderdþ- 


themſelves Maſters of the Capital City, 
that goes by the ſame name. , Finding 
it forſaken by the Inhabitants, and the 
Country very good, they reſolv'd up 
on ſettling there a part of the Souldier; 


of their Army, for the re-peopling it, 


and therein to put as Governour, 
Abraham Alexandri, by Nation an Afri-l 
can. Theſe two Armies being by theſe 
means reduc'd to a very ſcanty num 
ber, and by leaving ſo many upon 
the way, both for Guarding and Popw 
lating all the Towns where they had 
paſsd, they return'd to Cordoua, to re- 
create themſelves after the fatigues of 
this War. 


CHAP. | 
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CHAP. XVI 


The Order that Tariff left in 
Spain, before his Departure 
thence. 


H E Governour of Cordova , 

Abulxacim by name, knowing 
the coming of the two Generals, went 
out to meet them tour Leagues from 
that Town, with all the Foot and Horſe 
in Arms he had, and accompanyd 
them in the Trrumphant Entrance they 
made into that Place. During the 
abode they had occaſion to make 
there, to recover themſelves after the 
Hardthips of ſo long and painiul a 
War, thcy apply'd themſelves carcijully 
to regulate the form of Government 
of the Countries they had Congquerd. 
But above all things, they judg'd it in 
no wiſe fake for them, to ſuiker the 
Chriſtians to remain Maſters of fo con- 
ſiderable a Town as 77:/pa/:s. IT have 
noted in the beginning of this Hiſtory, 
that the Siege of this Town had not 


[ been 
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been undertaken, for fear of bringing 
the Peſtilence into the Army: Where. 
fore a truſty man was ſent on purpoſe 
into thoſe parts, to ſee how matters 
ſtood ; who having brought word back, 
That the Contagion was there more 
rife than ever, and that an infinite 
number of Perſons dy'd of it, it was 
judg'd requiſite to leave it ſtill alone, 
and that it would be ſufficiently de 
ſtroy'd by this Scourge of Heaven, 
without there being any need to infe& 
it likewiſe with that of War. 

One thing on which they found 
themſelves oblig'd to think preferable 
to all others, was to recompence Count 
Fulian, for the great Services he had 
done to Yalid., They had promisd 
him to cauſe his Caſtle of Alge/rrees to 
be * Rebuilt, and to Repair and Re 
eſtabliſh his other Lands and Lord: 
ſhips, that had been ruin'd by the 
paſſage he had given through them, to 
all the Forces that came out of Africa 
into Spain. Infomuch that they causd 
great ſumms of Money to be given 
him, and granted great Franchizes and 
Priviledges to all his Relations and 
Followers. Whereupon he took his | 
leave of them, to repair home to ” 
al 
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all wm again to Rights, and injoy, if 
he could, the Sweets of the Revenge he 
had taken of D. Rodrigo. 

After this, they fell in good earneſt 
to conſider of p—_ and policying 
their new Kingdom, and of re-popula- 
ting that great Country that was be- 
come a Deſert, by the flight of all the 
Inhabitants. Wherefore ſeeing that 


| the Moors they had left in Garriſon in 


the Cities and Burroughs where they 
had paſsd, had no Wives, tho they 
were all very Young, and that it was 
impoflible to furniſh them with 
enough from Africa, whence their Fa- 
thers and Mothers would never con- 
ſent to ſuffer them to depart ; they 
causd Proclamation to be made by 
ſound of Trumpet , throughout all 
Spain, That all the Chriſtian Women 
and Maidens, as well of the ancient 
Inhabitants, as of whatever Nation 
they were, that were willing to be 
Converted, and Marry themſelves to 
the Conquerours, ſhould enjoy the 
fame Priviledges and Prerogatives whic!: 
they enjoy'd before. They causd at 
the fame time, another Declaration 
to be Publiſhed in favour of tic 
Gentlemen, to whom they ofterd 
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The Conqueſt of Spain 


the Dividend of the Conquer( 
Lands. 

This Publication in a ſhort time, 
citl.cr our of iear or intereſt, causd an 
infinite number of Chriſtzans to change 
tlicir Religion, and the Women and 
Maidens to reſolve upon matching 
themicives with the Moors, At that 
time was it that the Arch-biſhop of 
Cypas, who had been General of Re- 
crico's Army, that Tariff had beaten 
and taken Priſoner in the ſecond Battel, 
that had been fought near the River 
Guadaicte, as T have ſaid; and the 
Arcii-bithop Zoriſo, a very near Rel 
ticn of that Unhappy King, abjurd 
tlicir Faith to * comply with Zariff and 
Duca, Tele two new Moors, to 
manifeſt their Zeal, and acquire lil 
more credit than they had with the 
Generals, repreſented to them, that 
to hinder the Chri/t;ans from revolting 
tor the ſuture, or retrieving Courage 
with time, 1t was expedient through- 
ly to car all the Mountains on the 
I.cit Hand of Arragon, in Spaniſh call 


' B:ſcaye, ard the 4ſturtes ; where they 


©2VC them notice that ſeveral Perſons 
of great Quality had made their Re- 
treat With a great number of Souldiers;

nay, and that there was at the head of 
them ſuch Perſons as were Princss of 


the Blood of Spaiz, and D. Rodrirss , 


ncar Relations; without winch their 
Conqueſt wou!d never be {ccure. 

This advice jump'd wholly with 
Tariffs ſence, who gave immediate 
order toa Tartar, a very good Officer, 
Abraham le Sujar: by name, to take 
fix thouſand men of the Forces he h:d 
by him , and likewiſe to draw as ma- 
ny as he ſhoul{ nced ovt of the Garri- 
ſons of Caſtile, and to march with the 
two Renezado-Arch-biſhops, into the 
afore-mentiond Mountains. 

At that time a Young Prince, a I 
man of the K. D. Rodrigo, call'd Pete: 2. 
was retir'd thither with a good number 
of reſolute men, that were wiliins ro 
follow his Fortune : and 25 he Was 
brave, and pretended to the Crow 1, 
all the Chriſtians that had wh ny refogs 
in the Mountains, had elected him 
King ; and certainly he made himfe = 
appear to be very worthy of that 


pream Dignity. 


General Abraham being come near , 


the Auſturies, and encamp'd in a pt: ace ; 
calld Cangas by the Ch riſtians, and. 
which the Moors fince nam'd the Zerm , 
1 3 of 
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of War, thought convenient to ſend the 
two Arch-bithops to him; havin 

brought them along with him, that fo 
being his Relations and Friends, they 
might the more eaſily perſwade him 
to deſiſt from the Temerity of his 
Enterprize; with orders to offer him 
{uch Preſents, and propoſe ſuch advan- 
cages to him, as they ſhould judge con- 
venient, as well as to all the Chri/t;ans 
that ſhould be with him. Whereupon 
theſe Arch-biſhops being come into the 
Country, and offering to make this 
Propoſal to Pelage, he was fo provok' 
at them, that he had them ſeiz'd on, 
and both thrown from off the top of 
a Rock, into a River that was at the 
bottom. And as he had firſt been in- 
form'd by them of the Scituation of 
Abraham's Camp, and the number of 
his Forces, he aſſembled what men he 
had, and went to attack them that 
very fame Night: And after having 
defeated the greateſt part of the Moors, 
he return'd into the heart of the Moun- 
tains without any loſs. Abraham not 
expecting this ar all, and not ſeeing 
the return of the two Renegadoes he 
had brought along with him, fancy'd 
they had betray'd him ; and with - 
ew 
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few men he had left, without making 
any longer ſtay, he return'd with all 
expedition to 7oledo, where he dy'd of 
Grief. . 


Tariff was very much troubled at 4s. 
this bad event ; but having not then ——— 


Troops ſufficient in one Body to go 
force the Aſturies, he contented him- 


- If with leading upon the frontier the 


moſt men he could, that ſo he might 
hinder the Chriſtians of the Mountains, 
from coming to make Inroads upon 
the Moors. Then he refolv'd upon 
ſending to Almanzor, his Maſter, a very 
cxact Relation of all he had thitherto 
done, with the ſtate of all things in 
Spain, and to ask what was his Pleaſure 
to have further done for his Service. 
As he wa finiſhing his Diſpatckes, he 
had a Letter brought him from Pelage; 
which Tranſlated out of Spani/h into 
Arabick, is as follows.

But if it be not 
his will, I beſeech him to give ms the 
Force and Courage to dys, I and mine, 
for the Fuſtice of my Cauſe, and for the 
Truth of our Paith, rather than to groa 
under the Crael Toak that thou worldſt 
impoſe upon us ; beſeeching him daily to 
give affairs that current as 1 defire.

All the Anſwer Almanzor made to 
this Letter, was, That 7arif ſthoul( 
come himſelf to him into Arabza,to give 
him an account of the particulars 0 
the Conqueſt ; ordering Muca to retur: 
into his Government of Africa ; and 
ſending Adilbar Letters Patents, 
Vice-roy of all the Kingdom of Spai, 
ordering all the particular Governour 
that had been lett in the Towns, t 
whom he had ſent Commiſſions, t 
obey him in all things. 

Theſe two great Captains having n 
ceiv'd this order, paſsd both into Afri: 
immediately after; whence 7ariff went 
into Arabia, while Maca remain'd in 
Government.

Pclage takes the City of Gixa 
from the Moors, and burns it. 


Ince that Pelage had once vanquiſh'd 
G& the Moors, he did not doubt but 
that he could defend himſelf in his 
Mountains. All the Chritians of the 
Neighbouring Provinces repaird to him 
after this Victory, flattering themſelves 
with the -hopes he-might one day res 
ſtore them to their Liberty. Till then 
they did not belicve there to have been 
any place in all Spain, where they could 
ſheiter themſelves from the fury of thoſe 
Conquerors, tor as they had not any 
Retreat where they could be in ſafety, 
they ſuſter'd themicives to be put into 
Fetters, But the young People, that 
had no Wives, aud were moſt proper 
for Warſare, began to make their 
Eſcapes, by little and little, out of the 
Moors hands ; and ſteal away by night 
into the Mountains, where Pelage had 
his abode, ſo to put themſelves _ 
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$26 The Conqueſt of Spain 
| his ProteRtion. Inſomuch that in 4 
ſhort time there was 2 pretty confide. 
rable Body of an Army aſſembled, 
Whereſore ſeeing that General Abrahan 
was Retreated into Caſtile, he reſolvq 
to make ſome attempt as might accrue 
to the Credit of his Party. 

With this Deſign, he drew together 
the moſt men he could, and made w 
a body of ſix thouſand men, with whon 
he came toa ſmall City, call'd Gxa by 


- ad 


the Spantards, and by the Arabs afte 
they had taken it, Zat/a. Wherefor 
having block'd it up with this ſmal 
Army, few Moors were there thy 
expeed to be beleaguerd by Pelay 
whom they did not think fo hardy x 
to budge out of the Tenure where | 
had hold. Nevertheleſs they ſtood on 
fo obſtinately with the Captain tha 
commanded in the Place, that the 


all dy'd bravely fighting, refuſing th 


liſten to any Capitulation. 


Pelage much fatisfy d with this ſmall 
Conqueſt, causd it to be fortifyd} 
left there as Governour one of his Cap| 


tains, call'd Manuzes, and retired with 
his men into the heart of the Mountain, 
which the Chri/#zaus in their Tongue 


call Oviedo. Tariff was much afflicted 
al 
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at this bad ſueceſs. He then perceiv'd 
that the Revegado-Biſhops had well ad- 
visd him, when they would have in- 
ducd him to have render'd . himſelf 
maſter of that nook of Land ; where- 
fore imagining that ſome miſchief 
would come on't ; after having given 
order to the Troops that were in thoſe 
parts to be ready, and ſent word to 


| Mahomet Abenramin, Governour of 


Toledo, to draw the moſt he could 
together. He alſo ſent him Troops 
from him, under one of his Captains, 
call'd Abenhamza; who carry d him an 
order to attack Pelage, All their 
Troops being aſſembled, were found to 
make up a Body of twelve thouſand 
good men, With whom Abenramin 


bent his march towards the North. 
Pelage making no doubr of getting the 
advantage this ſecond time as he had 


| done the former, reſolv'd upon waiting 


the coming of the Enemy in that Town 


he had newly conquer'd, with abour 


' $060 men he then had with him. 
While he was preparing to go re- 


| ceive the Moors there, a Chriſtian Re- 


negado gave him notice that his Cap- 
tan Manuzes, had made an offer to 
Tariff of delivering up to him that 


little 
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little City ; nay, and to ſeize on hi; 


Perſon. Pe/aze could not doubt of thf 


truth of what he told him, when þ 
had ſhew'd him a Letter he carry! 
from that General to Manuzes, where. 
in was the whole train of the Conhz. 
racy minuted againſt him. He high 
ly entertain'd the Renegado; and aft 
having made him a world of Preſent 
he defired him, ſince he expreſs'd { 
much deſire to ſerve his Country, t 
return to the Moors Camp, to tt 
Abenramin that it was not yet time fr 
him to advance, Pelage not being y: 
arrivd in the Town with all þ 
Forces. 

The Renegado having accepted th 
Commiſſion, made that forged anſye 
to Abenramin, who was very glad : 
it, and ſent him forthwith back t 
Gixa, to ſtay till the Prince was ther 
arriv'd, and to bring him immedurt 
word. But inſtead of going thithe, 
he went to the Chriſtians Cany. 
Pelage not loſing time, march'd all the 
night ; and being acquainted with the 
Country, he arriv'd at the Camp a 
the Moors, without they having the 


leaſt inckling of him, and attack 
them with ſo much vigour, that L, 
kill 
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killd a very great number of them, 
and put all the reſt to flight ; obliging 
General Abenramin to Retreat in great 
diſorder. 

In this Attack the Moors loſt two 
thouſand men, and the Chriſtians 
about eight hundred. But Pelage 
fearing to ingage too far in the Battcl 
with Abenramin, who had double the 
number of his men ; and who, alter ha- 
ving rally'd his Souldiers that had been 
taken unprovided, might ſurround him ; 
he made a haſty retreat to the Town 
of Gixa; where as ſoon as he was en- 
tred, he caus'd the Traytor Manuuzes to 
be hang'd, and his Body burnt. Then 
for fear the Moors might take that 
Town again , aftcr having turn'd out 
all its Inhabitants, he ſet fre to't, and 
Retreated into the Mountains to de- 
fend their entrance againſt the Moors, 
by whom he was under fear of being 
purſr'd, | 

And indeed Abenramin follow d Pe- 
laze at the heels ; fo as that he arriv'd 
at Gixa before the fire was quite extin- 
guiſhed, Whereupon having crolsd it 
without making any ſtay, that he 
might endeavour to overtake Pelage, 
he tound him poſted at the fame Place 

K where 
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where General Abraham was defeated. 
He found this Poſt too difficult to force, 
that he durſt not undertake it, for fear 
of not ſucceeding; and contenting 
himſelf with garniſhing well that fron- 
tier, he bent his march back to Toleds 
with all his Army, being aſham'd at 
his having perform'd fo little in this 
Expedition. He fignify'd to Tariff all 
that had paſs'd, while he expected his 
orders, which he defired he would ſend 
him; and this General ſignify'd to him 
to ſeparate his Troops, and remain in 
his Government till farther order. 
This causd Abenramin to diſmiſs his 
Army, and ſeek to recreate himſelf 
aiter the {atigues of this War.

In Summer, 
there is a vaſt abundance of ail ſort of 
Meat, by means of the great abun- 
dance of Paſturages ; where an infini- 
ty of Cattel is ever found, and a great 
quantity of all ſorts of Wild and Tame 
Birds, that even come to Winter there 
from ſeveral Countries, as one more 
Temperate. 

The Pcople, as well Men as Women, 
are of a middle ſtature *; and the Ciries ,,,,,.., 
obſerve an Excellent Policy. The In- Difcreti- 
habitants are all Cloath'd in very Fine 9 
Woollen, are naturally Wife, and being 
addicted to War, they are curious of 

Horles, 
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Horſes, and have ſuch as are very 
Vigorous. The Soyl produces good [# 
Bread and excellent Wine, and ſo great fis 
a quantity of Oyl, that there is ra ſui 
ther too much than too little. There [/at 
grows all forts of Herbs and Pulſe, 
and particularly , all Simples as arc 
ncedful in Phyſick. They gather ther 
Silk and Linnen in abundance, « 
which they make very fine Stukk 
There are Mines of Silver, of Copper, 
of Lead, of Iron, and Quick-filver: 
For as for Gold, I have” not heard ther 
was any. As there are many differen 
Nations, there are alſo ſeveral for 
of Tongues, that have not any Relat} | 
on with ours. 

This Peninſula confines upon Fran: 
on the North, and is * ſeparated thenc 
by very high and very rugged Mous 
tains, by them calld the Pyrenee, 
We paſsd them, Tarif and1T, in the 
Head of your Armies; but wei 
thought that it became us not to ut-ſ 
dertake the Conqueſt of another 
Kingdom than that of Spain, withoutÞ 
your Permiſſion : After having entredÞi 
pretty far into the Country, we ReP 
tired again, without having loſt anyſoc 
of our Men.

He remembred that they had 
not dared to attack Z7iſpalis, by reaſon 
of the Peſtilence that raged there when 
the Generals went away ; and had in- 
formations that the Chri/t;ans flocked 
thither from all patts, ſince its ceaſing.

a Horn to be founded; whoſe ſound 
he had causd them to obſerve. Thus 
fearing they might engage too far on 
the purſuit of the Moors, who might 
cut them off, he caus'd it to be ſound- 
ed, when he judg'd it convenient. 

The Chriſtians had much ado to 
reſolve upon quitting the Engagement, 
being very much fleſhid by the Moors, 
who gave way before them on all ſides, 
and were purſu'd by them with the 
Sword in their Reins : But at the long 
run, retiring by little and little, an the 
order that had been preſcrib'd them, they 
re-entred the Town, where they were 
receiv'd with great Applauſes, by the 
Beleaguerd; who causd a world 
Muſical Inſtruments to be ſounded, in 
token of Joy lor fo great a Victory, 

The Day being come, the ſlaughter 
the Chriſt;azs had made appear'd to 
Adilbar much greatcr than he had be- 
liev'd it : And perceiving the ſtrength 
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of this Town, and the Valour of thoſe 
that defended it, he found it more con- 
venient to raiſe the Siege, than to per- 
{iſt any longer obſtinately in an Enter- 
prize, which was more difficult than he 
had imagin'd.

dred Horſe, he took the . Field in the 
beginning of the Spring *, of the 95th Po 
Year of the FHegira, and march'd di- == 
realy to Hiſpalis; in the Neigh- 
bourhood whereof, he lodg'd all his 
Troops. 

The tryal he had made in the firſt 
Siege, of the Valour and Induſtry of 
the Beleaguer'd, which had made him 
break up from thence, without having

mander, he had caus'd certain Chariots £'** 


Genius 
Boards, that fo his Souldiers might, as 
under cover, fight ſhelter d, without 
any inconvenience from the Boyling 
Oyl, and all theother things, that the 
Chriſtians might throw from oft their 
Walls. 

Aſter having begun, by Summoning 
the Town again to Surrender, and re- 
ceiv'd thence 25 haughty an Anſwer as 
that he had bkciore, he cans'd his cover'd 
Chariots to aCvance, with a multitude 
of Pioncers, ſuſtained by a good 
number of Sould.ecrs, that he had 
plac'd underncath ; and having, brought 
them near the Courtin. he had it un- 
dermin'd 


to be made, coverd with very thick for War,

dermin'd in the Places he judg'd to 
be the weakeſt. 

The Beleaguer'd ſeeing theſe Mz 
chines, and dreading the eftect of them, 
aſſembled to conſult about the moſt pre 
per means to ſecure themſelves from 
great a danger. Their Governor, 
call'd Sarmato, being a Man of Wy 
and Reſolution, let them ſee that there 
was no occaſion for them to be alarm! 
as they were, and caus'd them to ſeps 
rate into three Brigades , that the 
might the more eaſily ſuſtain the thre 
SR_ Attacks. 

Adilbar had not omitted any one « 
the Precautions he could imagine 
againſt all that the Beleaguer'd coul! 
invent for their defence; and as þ 
had causd to be made a kind of gret 

*TheArabsStone-Bows *, with which they ſhot 
== very great Stones, he pointed them t 
' the places where they could do molt 
miſchief; and making 'em mount 
upon his Chariots, he caus'd fo great 1 
quantity of 'em to be thrown, that 
tew places were there in the City, 
where the Chrifians could be in 

ſafety. 

Sarmato ſeeing ſo many extraordinary 
means employ'd to attack him, fe} -” - 
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fide alſo to the contriving ſome for his 
Defence;and having caus'd the ſtrongeſt 
of the Inhabitants to aſſemble, with fit- 
ting Inſtruments for the removing the 
Earth, he causd Ramparts to be rais'd, 
behind and within the Walls, that 
when even the Moors ſhould have cftect- 
ed the making ſome Breaches therein, 
they might find 'emſtopt with ſo much 
Earth, as that it would be impoſſible 
for them to enter 'em. This wiſe Go- 
vernour, by this Precaution, put him- 
ſelf in a poſture of receiving no damage 
from all the Inventionsof his Enemies : 
For there was already ſo much Earth 
behind the Wall, that when they had 
broken it, they would find they had 
got nothing by the bargain: Nay, 
and many had been cruſh'd to pieces 
by the great Stones the Chriſtzans rolFd 
upon thoſe Chariots : And as for thoſe 
the Moors caus'd to be thrown into the 
Town, as there ſtood Sentinels on the 
top of the Towers, to give the Signal 
to the Inhabitants to make their eſcape, 
when they faw any coming, moſt com- 
monly all their Machines were fruit- 
leſs. 

Adilbar being in Deſpondency at fo 
many all Ao A reſolv'd upon giving 
a 
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a general Afſzult. While he was prepa. 
ring all his Forces tor that purpoſe, 
and that the Scaling, Ladders were 
erected on one fide, he causd his Cha. 
riots to take a great- circuit toward; 
the other end of- the City, for the un- 
dermining the Wall at the ſame 
time. Whereupon, having 'given 
the Signal for the attack, at break 
of day, which he had choſen for 
that intent, the Bceſiegers went on 
with an extraordinary fury, and thc 
Beſieged ſuſtain'd it with great reſo 
lution. 

The Moors in the mean while, ha- 
ving again chang'd their Chariots, and 
faſtening upon part of the Wall that 
was weaker than the reſt, made a great 
Breach, by which ſome cnter'd the 
Town; bur Sarmato repairing in all 
haſt thither, with a great many Soul- 
diers, Ictt them there not long ; and 
having drove them thence, caug'd that 
gap to be ſtopt up with a great quanti- 


ty of Earth : Certain it 18, the Town | 


had been taken, had he delay'd one mo- 
ment longer ; but the Night having 
put an end to the Conflict, Adilbar 
tound he had loſt five hundred men, 
whereas the Beſtcged had loſt but rwwo 
hundred, 


| 


hundred : So great an oppoſition made 
him take up again the Reſolution he 
tools the time beiore, ot ſtopping up 
all the Avenues of the Town, that fo 
the Chriſtians, being, preſs d by hunger 
and thirſt, might be con{train'd to Sur- 
render. He remain'd there in this man- 
ner forty five days, alter which, Sar- 
mato conſidering that 4d;/bar might 
hold him block'd up in this manner, 
as muclr, and as long as he pleas'd, be- 
ing Maſter of the Field, from whence 
he might have all forts of Reſjreſh- 
ments ; he retolv'd upon going to at- 
tack him in his Camp, as he had done 
the time bctore. 

Wherefore having aſſembled twelve 
hundred Foot, choice men, and a hun- 
dred Horſe, he causd them to Sally 
out at Mid-night, through a Poſtern- 
gate of the Town. The Moors having 
ſeen the Chriſtians had been ſo long 
without fighting, did not expect this 
ſudden Aſlault at all : By this means 
the Chriſtians killd a very great num- 
ber of them, and retired in goo or- 
der, by favour of the night. Adi/var 
fearing the like accident to that which 
befell him in the former Sicge, icnt 
a part of his Horſe to {top the Soul- 
diers

dicrs that were minded to purſue them ; 
infomuch, that he found the next day 
that he had loſt four hundred Foot, and 
thirty Horſe, whereas there fell not 
above a hundred and fifty of the Chriſt; 
ans, whom this General causd to be 
Interr'd as well as the Moors, for fear 
of their creating an InfeRion in his 
Camp. 

The Befeged were much fatisfy'd 
with the ſucceſs of this ſecond Sally ; 
but in a ſhort time after, Ad/bar caugd 
a ſecond allault to be made, which 
was ſo furious, that whatever re- 
ſiſtance they made, the Moors at length 
gaind a Courtine. The Governour 
flying thither forthwith with a re-in- 
forcement of Souldiers, perform'd fo 
well, that he at laſt drove the?Moors 
again from their Poſt, and put it into 
a poſture of Defence. This Con- 
flidt laſted from break of day, till 
Three of the Clock in the * Afternoon ; 
when Adilbar ſeeing his men diſheart- 
ned, causd a Retreat to be ſounded, 
to dreſs the wounded. He found among 
the Dead three hundred Moors, and 
about a hundred and fifty Chriſtzans ; 
but there was a very great number 
wounded ; and among others, _ 
li 
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his Officers, called Fal: Abenzainee, 
which afflicted him very much, and 
whom he caus'd carefully to be dreſs'd, 
as well as all the reft; confirming 
himſelf in the firſt Reſolution he had 
taken, of having the Town by Fa- 
mine. 

The Beſieged fearing to want Victu- 
als, that they might precaution them- 
ſelves before-hand, with the remedies 
neceſſary againſt the miſchief where- 
with they were threatned, had causd 


very deep * Canals to be made, from « y,,;,. 
the Weſtern Gate of their Town to a Dirches, 


reat River, that paſling very near 
their Walls, falls aſterwards into the 
Sea. By the means of theſe Canals, 
they went into the River with great 
Boats ; and theſe Cana]s being Forti- 
tyd all along with good Trenches, 
inſomuch that the Cavalry could not 
do them any miſchief , there came to 
them, from time to time, Victuals 
from the Mountains of a certain Coun- 
try, call'd Biſcaya : Theſe Canals were 
a very great help to the Befieged ; for 
beſides their having by this means all 
things brought them, the Water of 
the River ſervd them for a thouſand 


conveniences.

Adilbar having not then any Ships 
to hinder the Chri/f2ns from having 
every moment all ncceſſaries, was very 
much at a loſs, and was loath to re- 
toive upon raiſing the Siege once again : 
When news was brought him of the 
revolt of the Governour of Yalence, 
calld 4bubaber e! Handali, and of the 
Inroads he made into the Ncighbour- 
ing Provinces of that Kingdom. 

So urgent an evil, and which he faw 
himſelf indiſpenfably oblig'd forthwith 
to remedy, made him preſently raiſe 
the Siege, and march long days jour- 
nevs to Cordoua; which the Chriſti- 
aas of Hiſpalis were very glad of. 
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=HSAP iN 
Adilbar goes to Valence, defeats 


the Governour of that Province 
and has him Beheaded. 
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He great Siege, wherein AZ:/.:;- 
her el Hand at, Giovernour of 
/alence, faw Arlilhar Ng"g.d in, lad 
made him hope that c inight in that 
time, render himicli ab :ucc Maſter 
of that fine Provi ince. in this Det:nn, 
having gain'd all the Govern: urs ot 
the ſmaller Citics, and all the Marriial 
Men under his Authority, ke would 
needs caſt off the /Y2/:4s Cath ; and 
having brought a imail Army on Foor, 
he began to make Incuritons into the 
Neighbourhood, that he might by 
force oblige ail the People therc- 
abouts to obey him as tlictr Soveraign 
Lord. 
Adilbar being informd of the 
Tranſactions, as [ faid in the foregoin:; 
Chapter; causd a new Army to at- 


ſemble, of ten thouſand! Foot, and

eight hundred Horſe; and with 
theſe Forces, croſſing the high Moun- 
tains that are on the South, he arrivd 
at the City of Murcia; to whoſe foot 
extends the Government of Yalexce: 
Abraham Eſcaladari was then Gover- 
nour of the Place, who being 1n- 
form'd of Adilbars march againſt Abu- 
baher, had got ready a Magazine of 
Proviſions, to diſtribute them, as he 
did among his Souldiers : And having 
join'd him with all the men he had, 
they two march'd together toward 
Valence. 

The Rebel ſceing fogreat an Army 
coming againſt him, and having no 
place of ſafety whether to Retire, 
thought it much better to try the for- 
tune of a Battel, and win it, or dye 
like a Man of Courage, than go baſely 
yield himſelf up. Having inſpired 
the ſame reſolution into the minds of 
his Adherents, and diſpos'd them into 
the beſt order he could, as ſoon as 
Adilbar had ſet footing in his Govern- 
ment, he went to meet him; and in 
that Battel, did all that could be done 
by a good General, and good Souldier ; 
but being at laſt taken, and all his men 
deſeated, Adi/bar causd his Head to be 

ſtruck 
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ſtruck off, and had it ſet on the top 
of a Lance, on the Gate of that 
Town, which he gave for Plunder to 
his Souldiers. | 

He made a ſtrict ſcrutiny after all 
thoſe that had had a hand in this Rebel- 
lion, that he might of them accord- 
ingly make an Exemplary Puniſhment: 
And indeed, many Commanders and 
Captains had the ſame Fate with their 
Leader ; and after having reduc'd that 
Country to its Obedience, and there 
eſtabliſh'd one of his Captains, call'd 
Mahomet Abenbucar, he return'd to 
Cordoua, and diſmiſſed his Troops.

requiſite for ſo ſolemn an Emlaſly, and 
which was undertaken for fo agree- 
able an end. Zariff being embari'd 
with a world of Courticrs, and a good 
number of Souldiers, arrivd fate 2 
Thuaxis, Where he was receiv'd and en- 
tertain'd with all his People, as well 
as heart could with ; and after having 
made a very ſhort abode there, he 
went on board his Ships again, with 
the Prince's Omalahaire, and all her 
Train, and return'd into the Lewvuut 
with a very fair wind. 


The Izfanta being arriv'd in Arabia, 


the Nuptials were Celcbrated with 
great Pomp ; and there were Turna- 
ments, Tilting, and al! the other mer- 
riments that are wont to attend thoſe 
fort of Feſtivals.

Almanzor took a choſen number of his 
moſt Faithful and moſt Ancient Dome 
ſticks, to attend and ſerve him in the 
Place he had reſolv'd upon making his 
Retreat, leaving his Youngeſt Soy 
Abraham Amcari, with the King, hi 
Eldeſt ; and no ſooner was he arriv{ 
in that Solitude, but that his Infirm- 
ties daily augmenting, he fell into an 
ill Diſtemper, which laſted upon him 
till Death, which, in ſhort, fell out in 
a little time after. 

Abraham had a haughty Spirit, and 
and mmenſe Ambition ; the Caliph be- 
ing very jealous of him, and uncaſie on 
his ſcore, that he might deprive him of 
the means of fomenting Cabals againſt 
him, ſent him into Stony Arabia, which 
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is 2 Country of very ſmall extent ; and 
where he could not find wherewithal to 
dohim any great miſchiect. 

About that time the Governour of 
Damas, Abenbukar by name, who all 
his life long had had roving and Chi- 
merical thoughts, imagin'd that Alman- 
zor being no longer in the World, he 
might attempt all with impunity. He 
thought of no leſs than of diſpoſleſling 
Aboulvalid, and of placing himſelf in 
his ſtead ; and had aſſembled a great 
Army, with which he ravag'd all the 
Provinces bordering upon his Govern- 
ment. The Caliph was alſo oblig'd

City, about midnight he ſent to eizc 
on the principal perſons of the Court, 
as well Officers as people of Service, 
whom he thought Loyal to his Brother, 
and had 'em all beheaded. This ſo in- 
timidated all the reſt, that either out 
of the fear they had of him,or by reaſon 
of the little afftetion they bore th: 
King, and the eſteem they had for this 
Prince, whom they ſaw to be brave and 
generous, and love War *, they were 
eaſily inclin'd to acknowledge him for 
their King ; nay, and there was fo great 
a concourſe of People at his Coronat- 
on, that meaning to improve that firſ 
heat he ſaw them in, and not thinking 
it convenient to let it cool again, he 
took the Field with all thoſe that fuf- 
ferd themſelves to eſpouſe his Party, 
His Brother Aboulvalid was gone at the 
head of his Forces againſt Abenbuar; 
wherefore he thought he could eaſily 
pen him up, between his own Army, 
and that of that Rebel. And aſter ha- 
ving left at Courta Captain, a Creature 
of his, call'd Xaira Alxadali, in —_—_ 
1 
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he put entire confidence, he march'd 
direaly to his Brother with all his 
Troops 3; which he found to make up 
twenty thouſand Foot, and fifteen 
hundred Horſe. 

The King was ſo ſurpriz'd at this 
News *, that he wasready to run mad ; Þ Am 
and to fee if he could apply ſome re- Ns.

cing Abenbukar, to return with all- cx- 
pedition to meet his Brother. 

The two Armies being in ſight of 
one another, Adoulvalid ſent a man

| A Braham being puft up with the 
winning of this Battel, and over- 
jJoy'd to ſee that all the paces he made, 
conducted him upon the Throne, 
without any ſtop, he march'ddire&ly 
to Court; where having conven'd the 
Eſtates, to confirm the Government 
he meant to eſtabliſh, he causd them 
there to take a new Oath of Allegi- 
ance to him, by which, all that he had 
not been able to get approv'd of, but 
by ſome , before his going to fight his 
Brother, was confirm'd and ratify'd 
by all the reſt : Ayd thus was he 
own'd and declard by a common con- 
ſent , Emperour of all Almanzor's 
Realms, as his Lawtul Heir. 
Then havang made fuch Regalati- 
ons as he plcasd, and beſtow'd great 
Bounties 
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Bounties on all his Creatures, with- 
out lofing time, he took the Field with 
fiiteen thouſand Foot, and fifteen hun- 
dred Horſe, to go to Damaſces. 

Abenbakar, being fully inform'd of 
all theſe Tranſations, came to meet 
him with an Army of twenty thou- 
fand Foot, and two thouſand Horſe, 
infomuch, that they were not long 
without coming to blows. Abraham 
would needs, before he gave the Signal 
for Battel, do as lawful Kings do to 
Rebels ; and ſent to tell him, That as 
he had not any Right to the Crown, 
he could not believe he would perſiſt 
in his bad deſigns, or that he would be 
wanting in his Allegiance to his Prince; 
wherefore he offter'd to Pardon him all 
that had paſs'd, if he would but return 
to his Duty. 

Abenbukar having caus'd the Princes 
Envoy to come into his preſence,would 
not go about to excuſe himſelf with 
ſorry reaſons, as do all Traytors that 
can never have any that are good ; 
but anſwer'd him ſharply, and like a 
gallant man, That between two Tray- 
tors, and two Diſloyaliſts, as they both 
were, he had only the hand of him: 
but that Abraham had committed a 
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much greater infidelity in diſpoilciring

that thus there was no nced of reaſoi- 
0g :12y farther. 

Abrabam being extremely provoE'd 
at ſo haughty and fo intolent an An- 
ſwer, wouid no longer defer giving 
Battel, contrary to the advice of moſt 
of his Oiticers, who counicil'd kim to 
{tay the Conjuntion of all his Forces, 
that 
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that were not yet arriv'd, Abubenkar's 
Army being much flironger than his, 
and all his Troops appearing much 
more ſprightiul ; but they could not 
prevail with him to change the re{olu- 
tion he had taken. 

Some of the Cavalry that were de- 
taclyd on both ſides, having began the 
Skirmiſh, they quickly cngag'd in a 
gencral Battel, that was very obſ{tii- 
nately tought, and very bloody, Abcn- 
bukar being $kill'd in all the ftratagems 
of War, had plac'd his beſt Officer in 
Ambuſcade behind a Hill, with five 
hundred choſen Horſe, that had order 
not to appear till the Battel was far en- 
gagd, and then to attack the Princes 
men in the Rear ; and this occaſion d 
Abenbukars winning the Battel: For 
this Captain, bolting juſt in the nick 
from his Ambuſcade, put all Abrahams 
Forces into fuch great diſorder, that 
this Prince ſecing himſelf pennd up on 
all ſides, threw himſclf from off his 
Horſe, and fo fled ore the Mountains, 
that he might get again into Araba. 

Abenbukar being Maſter of the Field 
of Battel, returndto Damaſcus, loaded 
with Honour, and the Spoils of Abra- 
bam's Camp he had plunder'd ; and ex- 
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peCting to have ſuddenly another Ar- 
my upon his back, he did not diſmiſs 
his, but put it only into goed Quar- 
ters in that Country. 

Abraham, at his return, having met 
with a very cool reception from the 
Arahbians, jt ſpighted him extremely, 
and gave fim creat confuſion. Where- 
fore having again convend the Gover- 
nours and Commanders that were un- 
der his ſway, he gave them to under- 
ſtand that he was reſolv'd not to ſuffer 
Abenbukar to glory long in his Victo- 
ry ; and commanded them to make 
ready to take the Field in fifty days 
ſpace, with all the Forces they had un- 
der their charge. They ſo very 
punQually exccured this order, that at 
the day appointed, he found himſelf at 
the head of an Army of forty thouſand 
Feot, and five thouſand Horſe ; with 
which he march'dagain for Syria. 

Abenbukar had not ſlept on his ſide, 
and knowing the great preparations 
that were making again{t him, causd 
Proclamation to be made throughout 
ail the neighbouring Countries, of 
large pay, and great Rewards, for all 
thoſe that would come into his ſervice, 
and bring him Troops : By this means 

he 
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ke fram'd a body of thirty thouſand 
Foot, and three thouſand Horſe; and 
with theſe Forces ſtaid Prince Abra- 
hams coming up, who without entring 
into any parleys, as he had done the 
time before, as ſoon as he came in ſight 
of Abentukars Army,he march'd dire- 
ly upon him, to engage him in the 
Battel, that was very bloody on both 
ſides. But at laſt, Abenbuktars Troops 
being defeated, he was taken generouſly 
fighting, and brought to Abraham, 
who, without faying a word to him, 
in the rage he was in, and without 
giving him time to ſpeak, or the Execu- 
tioner to come, he cut his Throat 
with his own hands, ſtriking him fo 
furious a blow with his Scimitar up- 
on the nape of his Neck, that he cut 
off his Head, which he causd to be 
put on the top of a Pike, on the Gate 
of Damaſcus. He was not fatisly'd 
with having himſelf perſorm'd the 
Execution, for having caus'd him to 
be fleed, he commanded the placing 
upon that fame Gate that Wretches 
Skin, which he had caus'd to be fill'd 
with ſtraw ; and the like uſage did 
all thoſe meet with that had had a 
hand in this Rebellion. At length, 

being 
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being grown weary of putting people 
to Dcath, and believing that Province 
:Yfſolutely reduc'd, and ſufficiently 
:1aſtiz.', he let there as Governour, 
4 Captain, in whom ie had great con- 
iidence, call'd Atercirix, and retumn'd 
to recreate jumnielf at Court, ' where he 
w** recely d by iis Partizans with great 
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Huzzahs, and mighty Exuitation.

ING- Aboulvalid being retir'd to 
Thunis, as I have before obſerv'd, 
abuurd under great anxiety to ſee him- 
klf drove out of his Kingdom by his 
own Brother, and employ'd his 
thoughts wholly upon the means of 
being reveng'd. Mahomet Gilhair was 
no {c!5 concernd than this Unhappy 
Prince, conſidering him not barcly as 
his Son-in-law, but as his own Son. 
Wherefore having reſolv'd on aſſiſting 
him with all his might, he made 
great Levies thoughout the whole ex- 
tent of his Kingdom, gave Commilit-

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ſtor'd with al! the Proviſions neceſſary 
for a great Embarkment. 

Aboulyalid did not lorget himſelf On 
his ſide, and well perceiving there wa;

African Provinces ; he ſent a man on 
purpoſe to him in a Felucca, with this 
Letter.

wherewith they were threatned, and 
having made them apprehend that they 
were to expect little leis than to be 
ſtrangled, if Aboutvalid ever re-mount- 
ed upon the Throne ; and that it was 
much better to dye in the Bed of Ho- 
nour, than upon a' Scaffold, as he was 
reſolv'd to do, to ſhew 'em the way. 
They were all ſo ſenſibly perſwaded by 
his Arguments, that in their own De- 
fence, they made up a very conſidera- 
ble Army, that was found to be ſixty 
thouſand men, got truly in the beſt 
manner they could together. 

Abraham having, made no difficulty 
to go meet his Brother with his Forces, 
the Battel was fought in the Plain of 
Cahar, on the 3 of the Moon Dulquihi- 
Arabi da, in the year 97. It laſted from 
names; Sun riſing to its ſctting. AZraham then 
pram perform'd all that could be done by a 
Noventer great General, and a good Souldier:

threw himſelf into the hotteſt of the 
Engagement, where he was killd with 
his Sword in his hand. 

Aboutvalid did much lament his not 


having been able to take him alive ; and 
doubt- 
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doubtleſs, as he had ever had a kind- 
neſs for him, maugre all the miſchief 
he had done him, he would have given 
him his lite, and would have been 
contented with continuing him in a 
perpetual impriſonment. Wheretore 
having caus'd his Body to be put into 
a Coffin, he purſu'd his way tow ards 
Carbal, whence the Queen his Wife 
was coming to mect him ; tho ſhe had 
ever been kept as « Priſoner, the Prince 
had ever had her very civilly treated : 
Aboulvalid was mighty joylul to ſee 
her again, but could not forbear ex- 
preſſing mucl grief for Abraham's 
death; he causd the whole Court to 
put on * mourning, and aflified at his * miſc, 
Funeral, which he causd to be per- -OUrnITS 
form'd with great Pomp, nay, he was oy 
ſcen to ſhed tears in that occaſion ; but 
he had not the fame miluneſs and clc- 
mency for all the Officers that ſided 
with his Brother ; he put a great num- 
ber of them to Death, and {©t himiclf 
to retrieve his Authority, and ſet 
matters again to rights throughout the 
whole Empire. 

General Z7ariff receivd a wound in 
his Right Arm 1n the Battcl, which he 
had nepleRted at — by not retra:n- 
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ing to mount on Horſeback, after his 
uſual manncr 3 but through the little 
care he took of it, and through the 
toyl and drudgery of marching, his 
Arm ſwell'din fuch manner as to gan- 
ore; and ſo in a few days time ent 
him out of the world. 

Aboulvalid was much griev'd at the 
loſs of fo ercat a General, and to ſhew 
the efNlecm he had for him, he causd 
ſtim to be Interrd with great magni- 
ſicencv, and had the fame honours 
paid him, as had bcen paid to the 
Perion of his Brothcr. And I can 
ccrtainly fav one thing of him that is 
ſomewint fingular, that his Valour 
was accompany d with tfuch great For- 
tuncin War, that he never undertook 
any enterprize but what he ſped in to 
[1is honour, 

This Prince, aftcr having puniſh'd,as 1 
have ſaid, thoſe that were revolted a- 
g2:n{t him, began with recompencing 
thoſe that had ſerv'd him ſouſctully in 
that War, by diſtributing among them 
the Governments, Licutenancies, and 
Employs, inſomuch, that they were all 
farisly'd with the returns he made to 
their Services ; and then ſet his thoughts 
upon enjoying amid Pleaſure, the repoſe 
that hal coit him ſo dear.

receiv'd irom Adi/bar : But when upon 
his departure thence again, he was 
brought before Pelage, by the Guards he 
had plac'dupon theFrontiers, having becn 
taken for a ſpy as he really was; Pelage 
ask'd him a Thouſand Queſtions, but 
as he was cunning and cralty, he an- 
fwerd very pertinentiy, and without 
being at a loſs: Pelage nevertheleſs 
was not willing to let him go, and 
kept him ſome days in Priſon ; but at 
length, finding nothing againſt him 
but a weak ſuſpicion, with which his 
Imagination had been poſleſs'd, he ſet 
him at liberty.

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CHAP. ALIVE 


Of the Death of the King of Thu- 
nis, and of the great Wars 
Aboulyalid was oblig'd to make 
to render himſelf Maſter of that 
Kingdom. 


HE joy King 4Zoulualid had 

for the victory he had gaind over 
his Brother Abraham, was quickly rut- 
fled by the news he receiv'd in a littlc 
ſpaceaſter, of the Death of his Father- 
in-law, Aahomet Gilhair. He left no 
other Children fave Queen Chalair, 


wherclore he refolvd to ſend out of 


hand to take poikſiion of 1o fine an In- 
heritance, for fear that if he deferr'd 
any longer, fome change might hap- 
pen, as commonly does in ſuch occafi- 
ons: ſor ſo ſolemn an Embaſſy, he 
choſe one of his favourites, call'd Abul- 
cacim Aben Marchan, who departed in 
great haſte with all his Train, and was 
very kindly receiv'd by all the Grandces 


Oz 
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of that Court, and Lodg'd in the De- 
ceaſed Kings Palace, 

Having forthwith conven'd all the 
Members of the Council of that King- 
dom, and having let them peruſe the 
Powers he had from Aboulvalid, in his 
Name to take Poſleflion of that State ; 
they examin'd them, and having found 
them in the form they ought to be, 
King Aboulvalid was acknowledg'd and 
declar'd King of that great Kingdom, 
and Abulcacim Aben Marchan Vice-rov 
in hisablence. But as in all times, and 
all Countries, People there are Trant- 
ported with a deſire of Ruling ; one of 
the Principal Governours was there of 
this ; who flattering himſelf with the 
thought that being MHahomet Gilhairs 
near Relation, the Kingdom ought ra- 
ther to apperjain to him, than to his 
Daughter, began under-hand to ſollic:t 
all the Leading men and Governours, 
each in his turn, to aſſiſt him with his 
Forces. He repreſented to them, That 
being born in the Country, and with 
them brought up, and the late Kings 
neareſt Relation, :the Crown bclong'd 
to him, rather than to a Foreigner; 
and had the knack fo to coaks them 
with fine promiles, that they at laſt a 
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folv'd among themſelves for the moſt 
part, to throw off A4houlvalid's Yoak, 
and to place him in his ſtead upon the 
Throne. Hacan (fo was this Captain 
call'd) wanting not courage for ſo no- 
ble an enterprize; having aflembled 
all the heads of his Party, entred by 
main force into the Palace, where 
Aben Marchm had lus reſidence. This 
Vice-King diſtruſted nothing; but as 
ſoon as he had notice of ſo very trea- 
cherous a defign, having put himſelf 
upon his detence with what happend 
to be about him, he choſe rather to 
dye in defending himſelf generouſly, 
than to fall alive into the hands of the 
Revolted. Thus though they only 
really defird to take him Priſoner, they 
kid him, with all thoſe that were about 
him, without ſo much as one eſcaping, 

The rumour of this riſing being im- 
mediatcly ſpread, all thoſe ot Facan's 
Party proclaim'd him King, alter the 
wonted manner, taking withal an Oath 
of Allegiance to him : And this new 
King faild not at his acceſſion to the

Aboulvalid, whom Hacans Rebell:

this that fell upon his hands. He con- 
vend the Eſtates, where having expos( 
the neceſſity he was under, to go tt: 
duce undcr his obedience a Kingdon 
that ſo lawſully belongd to him, on 
the account of the Queen his Wie; 
and having demanded of them fuccours 
in Money, they anſwerd him that they 
ſhould not fail him in his need, but that 
it was requiſite firſt to know in what

ca had fervd Aboulvalid uf 
2 ly in the War he had with h 
Brother ; he was his Father Almanu' 
molt Truſty Servant, and had had 
great ſhare in the honour of the Co 
queſt of Spain : All theſe reaſons mat 
this Prince caſt his eyes upon him, 
confer on him the Conduct of his Ar 
my ; and being then in his Goyerr 
ment, he ſent him an expreſs Court 
to give him notice of this new War 
and that he had nominated him Gent 
raliſſimo in all his Armies; the tern 
of his Letter to him were as follow.

Government ; and that you ſet forth with 
them and owr Army, to repair to the Port

Muca having received the King his 
Maſters Orders, was overjoy d at the 
employment with which he honour'd 
him ; and having made Leavies through- 
out all his Kingdom, and heapd up 
all ſorts of Ammunition, as well for the 
Fleet he had fitted out, as tor his Land 
Army ; he embark'd with twenty 
thouſand very brick men, and made 
Sail towards the Levant, while the King 
was embark'd. with twenty five thou- 
ſand Foot, and eight hundred Horſe, he 
had aſſembled in Arabia, and made Sail 
towards the Weſt ; inſomuch, that the 
two Armies joind happily in the Port 
of Capha. This fill'd this Prince full 
of joy, for he woud needs come in 
Perſon to this War, well perceiving 
that when he ſhould have reduc'd the 
Kingdom of 7hunis, he was abſolute 
Maſter of all Africa, from the Sea of 
the Levant, to that of the Ponant. 
Wherefore having Landed at 7hunis, 
he found not any oppoſition at his de- 
ſcent, and had the means to marſhal 
both his Armies in Battel-array. 

Hacan being fully inform'd of theſe 
Warlike preparations, was extremely 
intimidated : Nevertheleſs, as he had 
been long prepard to maintain his 

P Ulurpation, 
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Uſurpation, le had afſembled forty 
thoufand Foot, and eight thouſand 
Horſe ; with whom he went with 
orcat Refolution to meet Aboulvalid, 
and courag'ouſly ſtood his coming in a 
large Plain, not far diſtant from the 
Sea, and call d Falh Almaligue* ; where 
having drawn up his Army in Battalia, 
it began by two bodies of Horſe, that 
Skirmiſh'd for ſome time before they 
ingag'd the reit in the Battel, that laſt- 
ed all that day, from Three a Clock 
in the Aſternoon, till Night *, that ſe- 


of eight hundred Foot, and about 
three hundrei Horſe, on the Kings fide ; 
and five hundred Foot, and four hun- 
dred Horſe on that of Hacaz, with- 
out reckonirg a number of Wounded; 
among others, one of Muca's Children, 
call'd 7ſmael, had two thruſts with a 
Pike in his Thigh, for which Aboulvas 
lid was much concern'd.

On the contrary, he ſhould hold his 
Death as well employ'd, becauſe he had 
firſt ſo well aveng'd it; and this was 
true, for he had kill'd with his own 
hand a very great number of the Ene- 
mies; and that day pertorm'd ations 
worthy of an Erernal memory.

dredth Year, the Battel renew'd at 4c ye. 
break of day, and laftcd till Noon, 7:5. of 
when Hacar's Men began to Buckle, *** {0:6 
and were at length by dint of Sword 
defeated. ZFacan ſeeing the flight of 
his Forces, ſought his falery in gallop- 
ing aſter them. 

The King being entred into 7Thunjs, 
did not think he had g2in'd an abſolute 
Vidtory, unleſs he had Hacan in his 
hands: So as that he forthwith ſent 
Foot and Horſe out on all ſides to {eek 
him, promiſing them great rewards it 
they brought him to him. They 
ſought him fo well, that the Dogs of 
a Flock of Sheep barking after im 
in a Cave where he was hid, created 
a deſire in them to go thither, and 
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eccaſiond his beirg taken. He was 
;jmmeccdiately brou ght before Aboulvalid, 
to whom having given a great deal of 
i:l language, as adeſperate man, that 
ſaw there was no Remiſlion for him ; 
the King, that was otherwiſe very 
mild, was ſo provok'd, that he causd 
him to be impal'd alive, and left him in 
that condition upon the Gate of the 
Town, 'where he EIT five whole 
days ; at rhe end of which he dy'd a 
very crucl Death. All the Principal 
Leaders of this Rebellion were then 
Beheaded ; and one of the General 
Officers of the Army, call'd Abraham 
Tlacen, was choien to be Vice-roy of 
7Thanis, ta the room of Hacan the 
Rebel. 

Aboulvalid having ſettled his Autho- 
rity if that Country, and brought all 
things 2gain into their Primitive order, 
ſt tortl a gain with his Army towards 
the Levant ; and being r arriv'd at Carbal, 
where he was receiv d with great Ac- 
clamations, the firſt thing he did, was 
to reward all the Principal men that 
had fcrvd him in that War, and parti- 
cularly aca, whom he made of his 
high Council, and one of the Principal 
NMinifters of Jiis State. After this, 
with-

without ſtaying longer in his Palace 
than was neceſſary to repoſe himſelf, 
he thought of raking a Pilgrimage to

Mecque, whither he went with a part of 


his Court, 

Being on his return through the De- 
farts, there aroſe fo furious a Wind, 
that removing whole Mountains ot 
Sand from one fide to another, as 
ſometime happens; it burycd above 
three hundred Perfons of his Retinue, 
that were found thus Interrd alive, 
which much afflicted him. But having 
pafs'd them, at the long run he arriv'd 
in good health in Arabia Fulix, where 
he was receiv d with great joy by all 
his Court, and thought in good earnelt 
to recreate himſelf, atter all the troubles 
he had thitherto uadergone. 
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CHAP. XXIX. 


The Oath of Allegiance which 
Aboulvald caxſes the States 
to take to Jacob Almanzor 
his Son. 


HE Caliph thinking only now 

of leading a more calm and ſc- 
date liſc, and conſidering that he had 
not any other Ch dren than Ja- 
cob Almanzor capable of ſucceeding 
him ; ke was very willing to ſecure 
to ſum the Crown, belore lic was OVer- 
taken by Death, that regards Kings no 
more than other men. For which 
reaſon, alter having convenc! all the 
Grandecs of his Kingdom, a MAforabite, 
calld Z1homet alraſcl:, that was in 
great favour with hun, and whoſe ad- 
vice he demanded in things of the high» 
cſt importance; by his order made them 
a long Spcech, on which he gave them 
to uncerſtand, the reaſon for which he 
tad calld them together; which was 
to 
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to own Prince Facob Almanzor for 
Lawful King of all his great Realms, 
aſter his Fathers Death. The States ©: 
having declard, they all approv'd this con. 
deſign, as a thing very aclvantageous to Thoue, 
the good and profit of all the Nations. 
King Aboulvalid havin one day put on 
his Royal Robes, fat in his Throne, and 
causd Prince Facob A/.:ranzor to fit there 
with him, on his Right Hand ; and 
then all the Governours of the Places 
being preſent, Mahomet Alzaſel; the 
Morabite, being ſeated on the Kings 
Left Hand, roſe up and utter'd theſc 
words, with a loud and intelligible 
voice: Gentlemen, Honour d Governours, 
Virtaous Lords, and all you here preſent ; 
King Aboulvalid wills and requires, that 
you own Prince Jacob Almanzor, his Law- 
fal Sor, who is here preſent, for al ſolute 
Maſter of all his Realms, after his Death. 
Are you willing to make Oath to him ac- 
cordinglyt Towhich they an{wer'd alou:!, 
Tes, we are willing; Do then, reply d 
Algaſeli, as a toten of the illeriance yaru 
promiſe FO him, ant of t,12 Peijje, ron 
from thts pre ent ts TOIH'T tn take Of f 12 
Crown, all that the ins aud 1 am 66:17 
to do. Then the King rifing, toll bits 
Son by the Hand, an feated lim in 
P : 1 3 
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his Throne ; and the Prince having 
taken the Right Hand of his Father, 
kilsd it for a mark of his Obedience. 
The Father on his ſide, for a token of 
the Blefling * he gave him, laid his 
Hand upon his Head ; and alſo kifling 
his Sons Fand, fat down by him on 
his Right Hand ; Algeſe!; the MoraZite 
did the ſame, and fat down on his Left; 
and after him all the Governonrs of the 
Provinces having alſo kifsd his Hand ; 
an Alfaqui having brought the Alcoran, 
wrapt ” ina very rich ſluſt, and ha- 
ving laid it on the Table, A/gaſe/: the 
Morabite roſe up from his Seat, and 
lifting up his voice, that he might be 
heard by the whole Aſſembly ; Zo 
norable Governours, laid he, and Virty- 
cus Knights, and alſo every one of you here 
preſent ; Do not you ſwear and promiſe by 
the Supreme God, and by all that is con- 
taind in this Book, to acknowledge and 
hold all your life leng, Prince Jacob Al- 
manzor, for your King and Soveraign of 
all the Realms, as Son and Lanful Heir, 
and Succeſſour of King Aboulvalid Abe- 
nacer, his Father? And all having an- 
ſwerd, Tes, we promiſe it : Let him then, 
the Morabite reply'd, that ſhall not ac- 
compliſh nhat he has new promis'd, be 


declar'd 
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declar'd Perjur d, Iifamous *, and a Traytor 
to the State,and may the curſe of the Great 
God fall upon him, and on all his; and 
the whole Aſſembly cry'd, Amen. 
And the Morabite having faid, with an 
audible voice, That for the folemnity 
of their Oath of Allegiance, all ſhould 
do the ſame as the King and he did. 
The King being got up, and having 
kiſsd the Alcorar, put it upon his Head, 
the Morabite, and all the Chiefs an 
Governours did the fame afterwards, 
cach in their order. After which, 
the Morabite being got up irom his 
Seat, and having addrcſsd his Speech 
to Prince Facob Alinanzor ; Tour Cel/1- 
tude, ſaid he to him, do you not ſwear 
and promiſe by the moſt Great, and moſt 
High, and by all that is containd in this 
Book, in Quality of Kings, and Sove- 
raign of theſe Realms, to do Tuſtice tg 
his Subjefts ; and maintain and keep all 
the Priviledges, that the Kings his Pre- 
deceſſors in general, and each of them ia 
particular have granted them ; ſo as that 
you may cauſe them to live in Peace, and 
not ſuffer any wrong to be done them. And 
the Prince having faid, Tes, and that 
he ſwore and promis'd it: Mind it well 
then, reply'd Algaſeli, for if you do net 
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do it, the curſe of God will fall upuy 
you, as upon one perjurd; to which 
the Prince having anſwer'd, Amen. |; 
Ler your Celſitude then, continued a 
he, to ſhow you make an ſolemn |; 
Oath, do as 7 do: In uttering theſe [4 
words, he took the Book, and ha- [1 
ving kiſfsd, and put it on his Head, I, 
he preſented it to the Prince, who |; 
did the like. 

This Ceremony being finiſh'd, I, 
all the Governours, and Leaders | 5 
of Troops, going out before the Ia 
Prince , fet him on Horſeback, and I; 
carry d him around through the |; 
City, in great Pomp, amid the |, 
noiſe of a world of Inſtruments : And | 
all alighting at the great Moſch; |;

Boulvalid was much joy'd to ſee all 

his great Kingdoms in Peace, and 

all the Wars and Diſlentions he had 
been obligd to undergo, abſolutely b 
ſtifled : But as the Wheel of Fortune T 
P. | turns continually, and there is no | 
man upon Earth , that has a con- | 
tinued and an accompliſhid happi- 
neſs ; all Great, and all Mighty, as 
he was, he try'd it like other men : 
— | For he fell into ſo obſtinate and fo | 
violent a Feaver, that whatever care '4 
the - greateſt and ableſt Phyſicians 
in the World took, that were at 
that time, they could not bring any 
Remedy to it. Wherelore this Prince ; 
keing that all that was given my | 
di R 
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did him more hurt than good , x. 
ſolv'd upon taking nothing at all; 
And one day, in their preſence, and 
in that of the Principal Perſons «f 
his Court, he faid, That he plain 
perceiv'd it to be the Will of God 
that he ſhould dye of that illnek;}| 1 
that thus he thankd them for all] i 
the pains they had thitherto tz || 1 
ken, and that he had no longef t 
any need of them. Then he di 
miſs'd them, as well as all thoſe that 
were about his Bed, and ſent fof] : 
Mahomet Alzaſeli the Morabite, to con- I 1 
fer with him upon all things, anlJ 
to provide the beſt he could for the} 
Government of the State, after his 
Death ; which was what put him 
moſt in pain: For he plainly faw 
his Son' was as yet too Young, to 
be able to contain fo many Nations 
in their Duty ; and that it was ab 
ſolutely requiſite, to give the Regen- 
cy of the State to ſome one, during 
his Minority. He was much at a 
lois, how to determine on whom to 
pitch; but he and Algaſel; at la 
concluded, that there was not a 
man of more Ability, nor in whom 
more Confidence could be put, than 
in 


in Mahomet Amcari; his very near 
Relation 3 infomuch, that having had 
him calld to him, to tell him the 
choice he had made of his Perſon: 
and Amcari having made him a 
thouſand Proteſtations of Acknaw- 
ledgment and Fidelity, he nam'd him 
in his laſt Will and Teſtament , the 
Regent and Lieutenant-General of 
the Empire, till that his Son Alman- 
zor was at Age to Govern. 

He livd but a very ſew days 
after having ceclard his Will in 
this manner. And as he had g0- 
vern'd with much Lenity and Juſtice, 
his Funeral, that was perform'd 
with great ſtate, was accompany'd 
with a real Mourning by all the 
People, and with ſuch tears as de- 
parted from a down-right Affliction. 
Mahomet Amcari having immediately 
taken upon him the management 
of Afﬀairs, the Qucen Mother re- 
folv'd to live retired, as being well 
becoming a Widow; and that ſhe 
might have the more care of her 
Son, and keep him in the greater 
ſecurity, withdrew to a Country 
Houſe, whither the Caliph Almanzor, 
her Father-in-law, formerly retired j 
an 
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and where there was all forts of 
Conventences. 

Wherefore being gone thither to 
ſhut her ſelf up with all her Fa. 
mily, and that of the King her Son; 
Amcari ſeeing himſelf abſolute Maſter 
of the State, and obeyd by all the 
Governours * of all the Realms that 
compoſe this great Empire, began to 
be ſenſible oft the movements of 
Ambition, and the defire of Reign- 
ing, that glides by little and lirtle, 
like an Earth-worm, into the Hearts 
of all men; who from the nothing, 
wherein they were , ſee themſelves 
raisd up to Authority : For after 
having began to prick him on by 
little bites, they came at length to 
gnaw him all over. 

Hzving his mind poſleſsd with 
this thought, and only thinking of 
the means to bring it about, he 
thought it expedient to begin with 
g1ining over the Principal men of 
the Council and Army, and the Go 
vernours of the Towns and Pro- 
vinces ; as thoſe that had all the 
Forces of the State in their hands. 
Wherefore he let not any occaſion 
ſlip, of making them Preſents, - 
0 


of obliging them. When any of 
them dy'd, he only put in their 
place ſuch people as of whom he 
was well aflured *, and whom he 
thought would not fail him on oc- 
caſion ; and did this with ſo much 
diſſimulation , that as he ſpoke to 
no body of his deſign, nor did any 
body perceive it. At length, having 
diſpos'd all things to his fancy ; ha- 
ving reducd them to the point he 
judg'd proper tor the Exccuting of 
his Treaſon, he would needs com- 
municate his mind to one of his 
principal friends, whom he had 
madc head of the' Council of War, 
calld Abesx Culeyman ; who told 
him franklv, That ſince he ask'd 
him his advice, he. found great in» 
conveniences, in undertaking a thing 
of- that.,nature, as long as the Prince 
Faceb Almanzor his Mailer was alive : 
For ,as he was bcloved by all his 
Fathers . Creatures, there would be 
doubtleſs, many - Governours that 
would . declare for him; that , this 
enterprize would ſeem very {trange 
to the Arabians ; and that it would 
meet with great difhcultics in tlic 
Provinces ; where, in imitation of L:im- 

lelt, 
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ſelf, there would not be a Gover: 

nour, but would make himſelf King, 

in the extent of his Government : 

Thar thus, whereas all he intended 

to do, was only to augment his 
Authority, and be abſolute and in- 
dependant, he would find himſelf 
abyſsd, in the ftormy Sea of Wars, 

which fuch an *over-turning would 

ret i occaſion ; and that after he had 
thus Rioted the people , it would 
be no longer in his power to calm 
them : Theſe reaſons ſeem'd* very 
pertinent to Mahomet Amcari ; and

cellour ſtill endeavoured to © divert

wiſe able to approve of ſo horrible 
a cruelty, and fo haſe and black an 
action. Nevertheleſs perceiving he 
could not root this intention out of 
his mind, he was furiouſly vexd ; 
and having at laſt refolv'd upon ap- 
plying a fitting remedy, he thought 
it to be time to diſcover the ſecret 
of this Treaſon , to the Captain-Ge- 
neral, as to his beſt friend, and to 
the Prince his Maſters moſt Faith- 
ful Servant, Muca being much fur- 
prized at ſuch an infidelity, having 
confirmed his friend in the deſign 
he already had, of preventing fo 
great a miſchief ; after having con- 
ccrted together what they had to do, 
and promisd one another the ſtri&- 
eſt ſecreſie , they relolvd that 4%en 
Culeyman ſhould continue to put the 
Regent upon this matter, of which 
he made him the confident ; and 
that he ſhould endeavour to diſco- 
ver by what byaſs he pretended ro 
bring about his deſign , that to they 
might by the fame means break all 
his meaſures. 

This being their reſult, AZez Cu- 
leyman happening to be with Amcari 
alone, did not fail to put im upon 
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that Chapter; and the Regent ha- 
ving told him, That finding, the diffi- 
cultics he had urg'd rational to all 
intents, he. was refolv'd to overcome 
them, by cauſing the Prince to be 
Poyſon'd ; after which all things 
would be eafie to him : Aben Culey- 
man having to this made him anſwer, 
That he was in the right; and ha- 
ving much ado to entertain the 
vexation he had on this account, he 
leſt him as ſoon as he could, and 
went in all haſt to inform Muca. 
Theſe two Truſty Servants, conſider- 
ing the blackneſs of the Regents 
action, and of what a conſequence 
it was to think of ſaving the Prince 
their Mailer, from the peril that 
was preparing againſt him, found 
there to be leſs evil in berea- 
ving the Traytor Mahomet Amcari 
of his life, and fail him in that 
occaſion, than to keep his ſecret, 
to be Traytors to their Lawſul King: 
Wheretore they both | reſolv'd to- 
gether, that they might make 
the leſs noiſe and diſorder, to 
invite him one day to Dinner, and 
to ſeize on his Perſon while at Ta- 
ble: But in the mean while, for po

\ Ahomet Amcari, ſtill contriving

of its being poyſon'd, would by no 
means ſuffer him to wear it that 
day, no not ſo much as try it : 
And the Night being come , to fee 
if ſhe had any reaſon to harbour 
ſuch apprehenſions, the had it put 
upon a great Greyhound, that was 
found dead on the morrow, his 

Skin all coverd with Sores. 
Mahomet's malice and defign being 
then paſt all doubt, this generous 
Princeſs being very Prudent, and 
having a Courage above her Sex; 
without making any noiſe of the 
thing the had diſcoverd, or of the 
reſolution ſhe had taken in her 
mind to puniſh ſuch an attempr, 
ſent to tell Mahomet Amcari the 
Regent, That the Prince would be 
very glad to fee im, and the al- 
ſo, to diſcourſe upon ſome mat- 
ters of conſequence. And knowing 
him to be upon the way rthirner, 
ſhe causd all her Guards to keep. 
the entrance of the Gate, as 1t it 
were to do Iim honour ; but with 
order, That none of his ſhould be 
admitted in with him. As foon 
as he was mm , they ſcizd - 
4 Us 
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his Perſon, and brought him into 
the Qicens preſence; who having 
reproach'd him with his perhidy , 
and told him how ſhe knew all his 
Treacherous deſign , ſhe had an Exe- 
cutioner call'd in, whom {he had 
at hand on purpoſe for his Execu- 
tion, ard had his Throat cut into 
the Baſon of a Fountain that was 
in the Caſtle: Then having causd 
his Body to be laid upon an Afs, 
had it carry'd to Carbal, and fo 
through all the Streets of that Ci- 
ty, follow d by the publick Criers, 
who by ſound of Trumpet , Pro- 
cla:med he was in that condition, 
for having deſignd to Poyſon his 
K.rg, and ſeize on the Crown; 
and after having leſt it in the pub-

She did not long defer coming 
to Carba!, with the Prince her Son ;

(J" een Omhalair made it the whole 
irudy and application of her 
mind, to bring up well her 
Son, the Prince Facob Almanzor , 
wiom the had ever in her Eye. 
One day when that ſhe was gone 
to D.ne with him, in a Garden out 
of the Tewn, the Prince after Din- 
ner threw himſeit upon a Bed, in a 
Room where he fell a ſkep; and 
4 Spider havirg prick'd him in the 
Right Eve, his Face fwelld in fuch 
a manner, and put him to ſuch great 
Pain, and occaſion'd fuch dangerous 


Fits, as that he livd but ſeven days. 
The 
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The Quzen laid his Death fo to 
heart, that not being capable. of re- 
.ceiving any Conſolation, or of fur- 
viving a Son, for whom ſhe had 
ſo tender an affe&ion; the fell into 
ſo great a Languiſhment, that all 
the Remedies of the Phyſicians in 
no wiſe eaſing her Malady, ſhe 
dy'd fifteen days after him. 

Theſe two Deaths, ſo ſudden and 
ſo cloſe upon one another, occafſion'd 
a mighty amazement in the Court, 
that was for ſome time :in ſuch a 
ſurprize, that their whole diſcourſe 
was upon ſo extraordinary a thing, 
Butat length, coming to think that 
there was none left of the Race of 
the Almanzors, to whom the Crown 
appertain'd by Succeſſion; the Lead- 
ing men of the Arabians, and the 
Governours of the Provinces, began 
to make their Cabals. One of them, 
calld Al: Abithacheck, chancing to 
have more Friends than the reſt, 
causd himſelf himſelf to be Pro» 
claimed Caliph.; and after having 
caus'd an Oath of Allegiance to be 
taken to him, and had his Corona- 
tion fſolemnizd with great Pomp, 
with the Solemnity, and the Merri- 
ments 


ments that are wont to bepractic'd 
in ſuch like occaſions ; he began 
with rewarding thoſe that - raisd him 
to the place he held, giving them Go. 
vernments and Employs; inſomuch, 
that there was no body but on whom 
he conferr'd ſome favour : Beſides this, 
he apply'd himſelf in good earneſt to 
make regulations upon all abuſes that 
were introducd into the Government, 
and to do Juſtice to all thoſe that re- 
quird it of him, without making them 
wait ; inſomuch that he acquird in a 
ſhort time not only a great Reputation, 
but alſo the friendſhip of all the people; 
they eſteemd themlelves very happy 
in being governd by ſo good a King.
